Parliament Will be Dissolved About 
Easter— The Ooverntueut 
Rushing 1 Legislation. 



THK DI.SSOI.UTIOK OK PABLIA.MKNT. 

Lo.vdos-, Dee. S.— There is now little 
doubt that parliament will bo dissolved 
about Easter. The government means be- 
fore that time to have passed the Land Pur- 
chase hill, the bill for Irish County Govern- 
ment tiucl the Tithes bill. These three 
measures, it is hoped, will j;o fur towards 
allaying the existing discontent on both 
sides of St. George's channel. The Land 
Purchiiso bill is making rapid progress and 
the County Government bill will be pushed 
through with equal celerity. There is 
practically no opposition to the Tithes bill, 
except in the Tory ranks, and that docs not 
make itself heard, except in grumbling. 
The collection of tithes under the present 
system is very unpopular, and is tho cause 
of many collisions between the authoritiej 
and the people, especially in Wales, where 
many ot thu farmers are dissenters and ob- 
ject to being taxed directly for the benefit 
of the clergy. 

THE SPLIT IN THE PARTY. 

The Irish members are now divided into 
two parties in the House of Commons. 
Parnell appeared and took his scat at the 
usual hour, and listened with interest to the 
debate. He never looked better. His 
leading opponents, however, HeuJy and 
McCarthy, appeared nervous and uncom- 
fortable, especially the former, who seemed 
anxious to avoid the j.'uze of his colleagues. 
Hculy seemed to feci it incumbent upon 
him to do something to show that Parnell 
was*no longer the sole spokesman for the 
Irish party, and at the first opportunity be 
interjected a motion of protest against the 
way the government was rushing legislation 
through without the usual degree of explan- 
ation and debate. In view of the fact that 
this expedition of business has been due to 
the internecine strife among the Irish 
members themselves, the motion 
gave rise to some laughter, and Parnell 
smiled grimly at the poor reception ac- 
corded to tho lirst ollicial net of his rival in 
the leadership. The English members do nit 
place much confidence in Ifeuly's ability us 
a parliamentarian, and are not inclined to 
be any too patient With bis efforts in that 
direction, although they recognize his foree 
as a debater and orator. McCarthy, chair- 
man ol the auti-Parnell faction, is, on the 
other hand, quite popular in the House 
among all the members of all parties, being 
respected for his literary abilities and his 
personal character. In parliamentary (lis 
missions, however, ho has not made much 
impression. 

PREPARING POR A ROUSIN'C CAMPAIGN. 

The financial situation of the anti-Parnel- 
lites continues critical, but it is hoped that 
the action of the Tipporary town commis- 
sioners, to-day, in repudiating Parnell 
will hove an important influence, Though 
Mr. Parnell controls nearly every Irisli 
fund, the Tipperary fund is an exception, 
being under the disposition of O'Brien and 
Dillon. Roth sides ore preparing for a 
rousing campaign. It is stated that Dr. 
Tanner's following in Cork arc organizing a 
plot to use personal violence against Parnell 
by hustling him in the crowd during his 
coining visit to that city. 

IN DEFENSE OF HIS BROTHER, 
Major Bartellot's brother will publish this 
week an article on which he relies to show 
tli.U Stanley's charges against the Major 
arc based on untrustworthy authority.

London, Dee. 7. — The Parnellites und 
their opponents rested on their urms to-day, 
after the exciting events of yesterday. 
Nearly all the members attended church in 
tho morning, and Parnell secluded himself 
from all but intimate friends. 

The Parnellites, it is understood, are 
anxious to force an appeal to the country as 
soon as possible, and claim that their antag- 
onists are afraid to submit tho issue of their 
conduct to the people. 

It is stated on tho alleged authority 
of Timothy Healy that the party headed 
by Justin McCarthy will continue to 
keep their seats, without any resignations, 
upholding tho cause of borne rule, and wait- 
ing for time to bring about the sober und 
deliberate judgment in thu now excited con- 
stituencies. 

Barry said to-day that Darnell's cause 
would lose instead of gain with the progress 
of time, and that the next general election 
would see him deader than Isaac. But 
Darnell, on the other hnnd, is said to feel 
very confident and to be already selecting 
the successors for those who have deserted 
him. Ho is in ample funds, as, since the 
division in the party, several American 
organizations have forwarded money to him 
instead of to the treasurers formerly ap- 
pointed. 

A large portion of the Irish members have 
been in receipt of stipends for their services 
in Parliament, and it is dillijult to see how 
those disconnected from Parnell are to re- 
ceive their salaries, as the common fund is 
locked up by the imbroglio. One of the 
lirst tasks of the McC irthyites will neces- 
sarily be to devise some scheme of raising a 
fund independent of that heretofore relied 
upon for Parliamentary expenses, and it is 
not likely that either faction will obtain 
much money from the Irish people until the 
question of supremacy is settled. 

THE PUCKNIX PARK MEETING. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 7. — A meeting of Nation- 
alists was held to-day in Phoenix park, but 
the attendance was only moderate owing to 
the bitterly eozil weather. The lord mayor, 
who presided, moved a resolution that Dar- 
nell alone was fitted to lead tho nation.

M'OARTIIY calls a meeting, 

London, Dee. 7.— McCarthy has addressed 
a circular to all Irish members of parlia- 
ment, including Parnell, calling a meeting 
of the party at 2 o'clock to-morrow. The 
lirst business to come before the meeting 
will be the election by ballot of a constitu- 
tion committee of eight members. The 
party are discussing the advisability of 
Dillon and O'Brien returning by way of 
France, where a convention could be held, 
at which flic advice of the envoys could be 
obtained before their nrrest. Uilhooly, P. 
O'Brien, Carow ami Malum ate still classed 
with the doubtful. The strength, there- 
fore, of the McCart hyitcs is fifty, and that 
of flic Parnellites thirty-one. 

The conference of the McCarthy party was 
prolonged until niter midnight, last night. 
McCarthy presided throughout the session. 
A committee, consisting t>f Murphy, Burry, 
Morroueh, Healy, Sexton and Power, was 
appointed to draft a prospectus for a limit- 
ed company to establish a daily paper in 
Ireland, to be devoted to the interests of 
the Nationalist party. Harry Webb, trea- 
surer of the new company, opened u list, 
and the members present subscribed £1,020, 
It is probable that United Ireland will be- 
come a daily publication, The majority of 
the party were keenly alive to the disad- 
vantage of the leading Nationalist papers 
siding with Darnell, and the whole of the 
machinery of the National League being un- 
der his control. They are hopeful, bow- 
ever, that the influence of the bishops and 
priests will assist them to obtain a popular 
verdict. 

Both sides are preparing for an imme- 
diate campaign in Ireland. The letter from 
the archbishop and bishops was read in all 
the Catholic churches in Ireland after the 
celebration of mass, to-day. At St, Colin - 
an'.s Cathedral, Queonstowtt, after the letter 
had been read, Kcv. Father Fisk addressed 
the congregation. He declared that it was 
no longer possible for Darnell to remain at 
the head of the Irish party. He had dis- 
graced, dishonored and degraded himself by 
his own nets, and could not lead the small- 
est section of the Irisli people, In refusing 
to recognize the authority of the bishops, 
Parnell was doing incalculable mischief to 
the Irish cause ; was performing the work 
of the enemy, and rendering the people dis- 
united ami distracted.

Wo have 
cabled our approval to tho choice of Justin 
McCarthy as chairman of the Irish National 
party, and our earnest hope is that, our col- 
leagues and our people may see a way to 
acquiesce in the choice, and thus restoro 
the priceless blessing of unity in our party.

We would prefer that our 
views should suffer by our holding our 
tongues rather than that the possibility of 
unity should bo prejudiced by a singlo inju- 
dicious word at this painful moment." 
A VOTE OF CENSURE. 

LOUDON, Dec. 8.— The Daily News (Lib- 
eral) suya : " Should Mr. McCarthy move a 
vote of censure upon the government for its 
prosecution of Dillon and O'Brien, every 
Liberal will cordially support him. It is 
important to impress upon the Irishmen that 
every vote for Parnell or his adherents is a 
vote for Balfour und coercion."

Victoria has an 
efficient building inspector. Let him bo 
encouraged in every way fco ''.any out hi 
duties and privileges to tho utmost, and 
let us all (especially those about to build) 
unito in trying to build up in the future 
a city that may be justly proud of her 
architectural beauty and worth. 



Some little time ago thoro appeared in 
Tub Colonist: a summary of suggestions, 
tho result of enquiries mado by a nioni- 
bor of tho staff, on tho subject of tho 
business buildings of tho city, and what 
tho exigencies of the situation demand 
from a utilitarian as well as architectural 
point of view. Further inquiries have 
Binco been instituted, and it is likely that 
the following may provo of inter- 
est. Thero can bo no question that 
Victoria is on the evo of great pro- 
gression. In most rising ami growing 
cities— notably in tho States — those con- 
templating the erection of buildings pay 
special attention to tho fact, that the 
bettor their buddings, and tho greater 
tho conveniences and arrangements in 
connection therewith, so much the great- 
er their ultimate revenue will be. They 
have also an eye to the city they dwell in, 
with an earnest desire to keep beautifying 
it, not only because of their proper pride 
in t ho place they call their home, but, 
from tlio natural sentiment of pride in 
their own belongings. 

There are many things to be taken 
into consideration by those who contem- 
plate building. 

Tho first thing is to use the amount of 
money they intend to, -invest, to the 
greatest advantage, with a due regard to 
durability, coveiuence and beauty. As 
regaids the latter, it is a great mistake to 
think that because a building may appear 
beautiful in design, it must also be ex- 
pensive. Good taste, a truo knowledge 
of effect, a sense of harmony, are all 
attributes which may he brought into 
play without any lavish expenditure. To 
effect this, there must be good choice 
made in the selection of an architect. 
Victoria is known to be more solidly 
Wealthy than almost any of tho adjacent 
cities, but most people seem contented if 
after a building has boon erected for 
them they merely receive a financial gain 
and thereforo pay but little attention to 
the details connected with building ope- 
rations. 

A moderate sum of money judiciously 
expended will go farther and produce 
greater effects than a larger sum careloss- 
or ignorantly laid out.

build after some olhor design already 
erected, or after some picture taken from 
one of tho many books got up for this 
purpose. Much cheaper and more satis- 
factory in the end would it bo to have 
'employed a thorough architect. An 
architect has to work hard and faithfully 
if he is a thoroughly OoiiBoioutfous man. 
Therefore, he is n<:,c to bo blamed if ho 
Will not bo beaten down in his price, and 
no thorough architect will allow this. 

"Build substantially. Some architects 
and buildors are so anxious to secure 
work that strength and durability are 
quite a secondary consideration. Especial- 
ly should tho foundation work bo of the 
most thorough nature. As far as consis- 
tent with the money to be expended tlie 
building should bo made as near a "lire 
proof " us possible, What the insurance 
men call Al lire proof construction is too 
expensive for the ordinary class of build- 
ings, but there are what is called slow 
burning construction and other ways 
whereby the risk from fire may be greatly 
limited, in tho ordinary and every day 
stylo of building care can always bo ex- 
ercised, such as the construction and 
placing of flues, the proximity of timber 
to tho latter, the finish of roofing and 
many other matters thai will naturally 
suggest theni3elve3 to tho careful and 
painstaking designer. It is often beyond 
the means, or the immediate wishes of 
the proprietor, to erect a building more 
than two or, at least, three storeys in 
height; but is it not advisable to build 
the walls of such dimensions that addi- 
tional height may be obtained at anytime 
such space may bo in demand. 

A business designed with an oyo to ar- 
tistic effect ; with pleasing proportions 
and poas ssing good "lines," is always far 
more pleasing — especially when con- 
structed with suitable material of a legi- 
timate character, carefully considered — 
than when morely dependent on a vulgar 
profusion of ornaments of tawdry design, 
produced in materials entirely unsuited to 
tho stylo or purpose of tho building. 
Facility in meretricious effects is the 
method with many designers. Even in 
many well known structures there would 
be great improvements could they bo 
stripped of a great portion of their super- 
fluous ornamentations which so often de- 
tract from their appearance. These 
points should bo carefully considered be- 
fore putting up an edifice which is in- 
tended, not only to add to the personal 
advantage but to bo an accessory in the 
development of our city. Nothing is so 
attractive as lino stylo to tho visitor or to 
tlioBO intending to settle, or invest their 
money in any city, as when the streets' 
are adorned with structures of sub able 
character a d pleasing appearance, This 
question of decoration also applies to the 
interior of buildings. In most eases good, 
substantial and well designed detail is far 
pref rred to a mass of vulgar or profuse 
ornamentation which is generally only 
deceiving to the vulgar, uneducated eye 
The greatest care should bo over oxer- 
cisod in regard to the sanitary arrange 
meats of any building ; most particularly 
to buildings' erected in close proximity t, 
where many people are daily congregated 
in great numbers for hours together, 
Ventilation is also a matter often passed 
by with too little consideration. Pooph 
generally strive to he particular in this 
respect when building churches, thuatre- 
or public buildings, but how little do they 
think of the proper venitilotiuu of office 
buildiugi, stores or general mercantile 
structures. i f « u architect has solo man-

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■ A. M1NEKS' PETITION. 

Wo clipped tho following petition from 
tho last number of the Rooteriay Star: 

Tho petition of tho undersigned, resi- 
dents of the Southern portion of West 
Kootonay District, sihoweth : 

That your petitioners uro engaged 111 
■or followiuK occupations dependent on 
minin.L,', an industry which, it not ham- 
pered "by unwise legislation, will upbuild 
this section, making it in, time second to 
none in tho province in either population 
or wealth. . 

That at the last session of tho Legisla- 
tive Assembly much of tho legislation Af- 
fecting tho mining interests was unwise, 
in that it has a tondeucy to promote liti- 
gation—that bane to speedy and success- 
ful mine development. 

That while the granting of 200,000 
acres of land to tho Columbia and Kooto- 
nay Railway Company may not bo unwise 
in itself, tho construction placed on the 
act by the railway company, and acqui- 
esced in by tho Cidof Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, is tho causo of much 
apprehension to your petitioners, ui that 
tho railway company has claimed, and the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and \\ or ks 
eeen lit lo reserve four mile square blocks 
of land wholly mineral in character. 

That tho land is mineral in character 
is evidenced by the number of locations 
recorded before the passage of the act 
"ranting tho aforesaid 200,000 acres to the 
railway company— and as proof that 
many of theso kcations are within tho 
boundaries of blocks reserved, your peti- 
tioners respectfully cite blocks 5, 10 and 
11 : 

Block B includes the township of Nel- 
son, extending four miles southward from 
the outlet or river. Within its boundaries 
are some twenty mineral claims, several 
of them located as early as 1887. In 
this block nro also a number of con- 
venient mill sites, which, under section 
(16a of tho Mineral Act, may bo ac- 
quired from the crown by free minors or 
mining companies. Block 5 also includes 
within its boundaries HiO acre purchases 
made by H. Anderson, J. F. Homo, J. 
F. Pell, Joshua Davies, A. W. Vowel], 
H. S. Mason, a pre-emption by .1. D. 
Townley, and a timber limit acquired by 
M. S. Davys. It will be thus seen that 
of ' tho 10,240 acres ill the block, the title 
to fully 3,000 is alienated either by 
direct purchase, pre-emption, timber 
lease or recorded mineral claims. 

Block 10 covers Hot, Springs mining 
district, a tract of land wholly Uulll fol 
other than mining purposes. Within its 
limits are 300 recorded mineral claims, or 
a total of 0,000 acres. That tho land in- 
cluded in this block has not at any time 
since 188-1 been considered non-mineral 
in character is proven by the fact that 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
works has, since th . 1 ' ear, invariably re- 
fused application fu.- purchase of land m 
that neighborhood, basing his refusal on 
the fact that the lands being mineral wore 
not open for purchase. The townsite of 
Ainsworth, acquired by its present owner 
in 1883, is also inc'uded within block 10. 

Block 11 covers what is locally known 
as tho "Hendryx camp," and probably 
does not contain within its limits 50 acres 
of -land suitable for cultivation. A num- 
ber of mineral locations have been made 
within its supposed boundaries, one of 
them being developed into a valuable 
mine, on which expensive machinery lias 
been placed. 

Tho land included in blocks 10 and 11 
is not valuable fur other than mining 
purposes, and ownership to its surface 
rights should not bo allowed to be ac- 
quired in other than the usual way.that is 
by the location and working of the usual 
sized mineral claims. 

Other blocks could be mentioned, 
within the boundaries of which are 
navigable rivers, as well as lands already 
occupied by purchase and preemption, 
more notably block 12 on tho outlet or 
rivjr oin mile west of Koutenay lake, 
and block 13, on tho Columbia river at 
the mouth of Trail creek. In none of 
tho 5 blocks mentioned above can the 
government Bud 10,240 acres of unalien- 
ated land on which to base tho issuance 
of a land warrant, and the act specifies 
that no warrants (osccpt 1 for 5,440 
acres) shall be issued for a less amount. 

Your petitioners ara in the belief that 
tho railway company, in locating the 
above mentioned blocks, had but a single 
object in view in acquiring shore right on 
lakes, rivers and creeks — that is, in order 
to monopolize the carrying trade of the 
district by exacting high toils from com- 
petitors for all landing privileges. 

Your petitioners are also in the belief 
that what lauds yet remain un- 
alienated in 5, 10 and 11, should only 
be acquired under the provisions of the 
mineral or pre-emption acts. 

Among the many serious objections to 
the granting of mineral lands to tho rail- 
way company is the unsettled question of 
tho ownership of base ores in unpatented 
claims — a question certain to cause much 
expensive litigation before it is finally set- 
tled ; and your petitioners aro of opinion 
that ono of the objectt of tho railroad 
company in endeavoring to got possession 
of this known mineral land id to lay claim 
to all base ores and metals which may be 
found hereafter on unpatented claims, 
and by vexatious law suits oiideavor to 
obtain possession of such ores and metals. 
Many 01 your petitioners have also res dod 
in this portion of the district long previous 
to the time its value as a mineral country 
became generally known and by their 
perseverance alone hue. the valuable 
mineral discoveries been made. 

Wo, therefore, strongly protest against 
the handing over to a railroad company 
of the remainder of tho unrecorded known 
mineral lands in this section. 

Your petitioners therefore pray that 
the reserve on till blocks heretofore re- 
garded as mineral lands, and tho sale 
thereof refused on that account, together 
with tho reservea on all blocks having 
within their boundaries either mineral 
locations, pre-emptions, timber limits, or 
purchased tracts, be withdrawn and can- 
celed, as being set apart contrary to the 
letter and spirit of the act, and that the 
Government absolutely refuse to alienate 
any lands under said act, other than i'.i 4- 
milo square blocks which will not include 
within their boundaries a recorded min- 
eral claim, or pre omption, or purchased 
tract, or timber limit, or navigable 
stream.

TOWED BY A 'GATOR. 

A Thrilling ana Dangerou* KlUe on tho 
Tall of a Saurian. 

David Yarboroiigh owns an orange 
grove and an alligator farm on tho St. 
Johns river, in Florida, where he spends 
his winters. When Yarboroiigh bought 
this place, flvo years ago, says tho St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, ho issued orders 
to his tenants that no ono should ho 
allowed to shoot alligators on tho river 
at that point. Ho wanted them to grow 
and multiply until there were enough 
of them to furnish exciting sport. Not 
an alligator was killed on tho place 
until last winter, when Yarboroiigh 
took a party of friends down to tho farm 
for a month's fishing and hunting. All 
along tho river which hounded one side 
of tho farm alligators were found in 
abundance, and shooting them was tho 
favorite sport of tho party. 

One day Yarboroiigh and bis friends 
woro out on tho river in a small boat to 
try their luck fishing. Thoy were very 
successful, and about sundown started 
Lome. As they approached the boat 
landing a huge 'gator was seen lying on 
the bank. Three shots woro fired at 
him, but nono of thom reached a vital 
spot, and the alligator made a dash for 
tho water, going straight toward the 
boat. Tho boat was within ten feet of 
tho bank and tho water was shallow. 

Tho big saurian, in his mad dash for 
deep water, ran under tbo boat and over- 
turned it. All tho occupants woro 
thrown out on tho sido noxt tho bank 
and scrambled ashore except Yarbor- 
ough. Ho foil tbo other way and struck 
tho water right by tho sido of the alli- 
gator's long tail. Involuntarily ho 
grasped tho tail of tho saurian, and be- 
fore h.o fully realized what ho was hold- 
ing to was drawn out into deep water. 

Tho 'gator did not go to the bottom, 
hut scorned to bo making for tho oppo- 
site bank of tho river. Fooling some- 
thing on his tail ho began to lash the 
water into foam, throwing Yarboroiigh 
around like ho had boon a pieco of cork. 
Realizing that he was now in deep 
water, and being a poor swimmer, Yar- 
boroiigh hold on for dear life and shout- 
ed to his companions on tho hank to come 
to his roseuo. lie was thrown astrido the 
alligator's tail, and loaning forward 
clutched it with both arms as a drown- 
ing man would grasp at a life-preserver. 
The alligator increased his exertions to 
rid himself of tho heavy incumbrance, 
and about the middle of tho river Yar- 
boroiigh was thrown off, and at the same 
time received a heavy blow on the head 
which almost knocked him senseless. 
• His friends on tho hank had righted 
- boat as quickly as possible and were 
pulling to his rescue with all their 
might. He managed to keep afloat un- 
til they reached him, when bo was 
dragged into the boat more frightened 
than hurt. Next day Yarboroiigh in- 
structed his tenants to allow any one to 
shoot alligators who wanted to. lb- had 
had all tho fun with them he wanted.

Few, who ap- 
plied to Mr. Fell for assistance, went 
away empty-handed, Mo was n3 remark- 
able for his benevolence in private as he 
was for his energy and zeal in all that 
tended to advance the public welfare.

Public opinion condemns 
such a man, and from the verdict of pub- 
lic opinion there is no appeal. In this 
case that, verdict is a righteous one.

As a public man, ho has 
given himself a mortal wound, and the 
sooner he retires from the .contest, the 
better for himself and the ca use of Irish 
Home Rule. 



THE U. S. POST-UFFIUE. 

The report of the Postmaster-General 
of the United States is exceedingly in- 
teresting. Tho work which the Depart- 
ment of which he is tho head does is 
simply immense. It dues it ellectively 
and with great accuracy, and it dues it 
cheaply. 

Ah we till know, the United States is a 
country of magnificent distances. The 
niea served by the Department is very 
great, ami the miles travslled by tho 
mail conveyances of all kinds am almost 
incalculable. During the year tho Star 
route mileage " has increased over o,G00,- 
000 miles, a!!'! the railroad mileage over 
11,000,000." There are OS, 000 transpor- 
tation schedules. Tho mail routes have 
been extended over L',000,000 urles of j 
railway and steamboat and stage lines, 
and the total number of miles travelled I 
per annum was ;>'27,iO ( .i,4!i;3. 

The Postmaster-General prides himself 
on the safety with which letters .and par- 
cels are carried by tho United States 
mails. There were carried by the De- 
partment last year 1,223,444 pieces of 
registered, matter for the Post-office and 
Treasury Department alone. The value 
of these was $1,114,401,446. There were 
also carried for the general public 13,723,- 
037 pieces of registered matter. The value 
of these cannot h • exactly calculated, but 
tho estimate mado is §109,624,153. This 
tho Postmaster-General considers an un- 
der estimate. The value of the registered 
mat tec, therefore, which passed through 
the United States Post-office last year 
was $1,284,115,599, The net loss on this 
immense>8um was $14,411. This makes 
eleven ten-thousandths of one por cent, 
on the amount carried. This is a very 
small percentage of loss certainly. It 
would be interesting to know how much 
of this loss was due to accidents. and llOH 
much to the dishonesty of officials, The 
practical conclusion to be drawn from 
tlieso figures is that money or articles <_,£ 
value sent through the United 'states 
Post-office, registered, are prc'J— BUre t() 
reach their destination or ^ ho ncooutltet l 
for in 8OH10 way. 
T ..io number of ordinary lollciA carried 
of the Union M£.in»fc I in the mails was, as nearly as could lie 
rent majority of their calculated, 1,854,007,802— very nearly 
two thousand millions of letters. Only 
six millions and a half of this amazing 
number of letters are sent to tho dead 
letter ollice. These letters are opened 
and sent back to the writers if it is 
possible to get their name and address. 
But in a very large number of cases this 
is impossible, llow are the Post Office 
officials to lind the writer of u letter who 
signs himself "Jack" or " .Jennie "' or 
" mother" or "your affectionate sister." 
This carelessness may load to serious and 
painful consequences. Tho writer of a 
letter should be careful in dating it and 
signing it, so that, if for any cause it can- 
not bo delivered, the Post Ofiieo author- 
ities may know where to send it. About 
five and a half per cent of these dend 
lotters contained valuable enclosures 
" oithorof money, negotiable paper, post- 
age stamps or miscellaneous papers, 
or articles." The cash amounted to 
g 10,000, and tho negotiable paper to §1,- 
400,000. Near 11,000 letters contained 
lottery tickets, and about 200,000 pictures 
and papers of a character unfit for cir- 
culation. These last were, of course, de- 



PoBt-pffico accommodation they receive, 
Tho Post-office Department is not self- 
sustaining. Tho expenditure for the 
year ending June 30, 18U0, was SG0,- 
645,083, and tho total revenue was $60,- 
808,78:3. This loft a deficit of §5,786,300. 

Although the deficit is still largo, Mr. 
Wanamaker favors a one-cent postage for 
tho United States, and n considerable 
part of tho report is taken up with tho 
discussion of tho practicability of this 
change. Ho is also a believer in the Gov- 
ernment taking charge of tho telegraph 
sorvico. He would not have tho Govern- 
ment buy the telegraph lines. His schomo 
ia "to contract with existing companies, 
or such as may hereafter bo established ; 
and such contracts would provide, not only 
telegraph linea, but instruments and 
clerks to operate them, except at small 
offices, whoro tho Postmaster, or ono of 
his clerks, would also bo paid by the tele- 
graph company to act as operator." 

No money would bo taken at tho tele- 
graph offices, and no books would bo 

pt. Telegrams, like letturs, would be 
stamped, the Government keeping for it- 
self two cents on evory telegram. 
Whether the system would work well or 
not, it is hard to say, but it is evident 
that the telegraph companies on this con- 
tinent should put their houses in order. 
The days of telegraph monopolies are 
numbered. Tho time cannot be far dis- 
tant when the telegraph service, like the 
mail sorvico, will he in the hands of the 
Government.

was an institution, in accordance with 
both nature and religion, and that the 
man or woman who spoke against it was 
not lit to live in a civilized community. 
The abolitionist had as hard a time of it 
in tho South, as the suspected dealer in 
the black art had, a generation or two 
earlier, in tho North.

and mean. There is not a man in a 
thousand who will in a mixed company 
attempt to justify hisact, and not a woman 
in a hundred thousand. Is it, not folly 
theroforo for tho man who has thus out 
raged tho moral sense and tho feeling of 
honor of tho community in which ho 
lives to expect that its members will e. n 
scut to his holding an honorable posi- 
tion, or that they will assist him in rising 
to onu sti'l higher ?

Uriel' .Skctf.li of n Useful Life— A Good CitLcn 
Gone from Our Midst. 

Tor days, even weeks past, Victorians 
have hewn regretfully expecting to hear that 
i Death bud called ami removed from their 
midst one of tbe most; familiar figure? in 
! the oily lor Hie past thirty years— Mr. 
James Fell. He was taken sick a few 
weeks ago with some heart, trouble, which 
soon became complicated with other dis- 
orders, lie became worse very rapidly, 
despite the careful attention of Dr. Han- 
illgton, who also culled in consultation Drs. 
HelincUcn and Hasell, Mortification set in 
on Thursday night, and it was found im- 
possible to check it, and, on Friday, the 
medical men sorrowfully announced that 
they could no longer hold out any hope. 
Gradually the sick nmn became worse, 
although he retained speech and conscious- 
ness almost to the last. At 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning he expired, surrounded by 
all the members of his family, except one 
daughter, who is in England. 

Junies Fell, or Fx Mayor Fell as he was 
more generally known at the time of his 
demise, whs horn in Mtmcaster Head, Cum- 
berland England, on the 13th of October, 
1820, and spent his boyhood in his native 
laud. Reaching man's estate he engaged in 
business us a grocer in Liverpool, where bo 
married. He left the old land for the new 
on t lie :21st of May, lSb'2, coming by way of 
the isthmus of Fanamu, to San Francisco. 
His companions on the long trip up the 
Mexican and Culiforniun Coast, were a 
party of Garibaldi's soldiers returning from 
the war. lie bad also his son, Fred., with 
whom he arrived in Victoria on duly Kith. 
On the 'J 1st of August he left for the Stic- 
kecn during the excitement there, going by' 
the schooner North Star and remaining un- | 
til fall, when he returned to Victoria as a 
piiSBOuger by the Flying Dutchman. ISver 
since Ik; has been n resilient anil an honored ! 
citizen of Victoria. In 1862 he commenced ; 
business for himself, bis establishment, a I 
coffee sioft 1 , being situated on Broad 
street. Shortly afterwards he bought! 
out A. Bailey of the Red House gro- 
eery on Notes street, and later, when 
Wilson & Murray failed, he succeeded them | 
in business on Fort street, next to th6 
premises now occupied by M. R. Smith. 
This store and others adjoining were after- 
wards torn down and replaced by the brick 
structure known as Fell's Uloek, Mr. Fell 
occupying the corner store for his extensive 
grocery business. 

In municipal politics the deceased gen- 
tleman played a prominent part, serving ihe 
oity first as Councillor hi 1 SOS, and a for- 
wards a number of terms. Later on he 
filled the Mayor's chair for two successive 
years. He visited the East in ISSli in con- 
nection with sewerage und other contem- 
plated Corporation improvements, and 
always manifested sincere interest in the 
city which lie proudly called his home. In 
1 ST 1 be was a candidate for the representa- 
tion oi Victoria in the Dominion parliament, 
polling an exceptionally good vote. Ill 
charitable, benevolent, fraternal and educa- 
tional work he was always a leader and 
foremost member. He was president of the 
school trustee board for years and years, 
and assisted materially in the founding of 
the old Mechanics' Institute, of which he 
was a member during its entire life. As an 
Oddfellow he was highly esteemed, and in 
that Order he won the honors of a Past 
Grand; in the Pioneer Society, he was a 
muoh respected and thoroughly representa- 
tive member; he was one of the origina- 
tors of the 15. C. Benevolent Society, 
of which be was president at the time of 
his death. Building societies, too, owned 
him as their father, and he was a leading 
worker and officer in both the Vancouver 
Island and Victoria societies when ho died. 
By bis death, a family of five are orphaned, 
his wife preceding him many years. Two 
sons, Mr. Thornton and Mr. Fred. Fell, 
and two daughters, Mrs. H. Moms and Mrs. 
II. A. S. Motley, live in this city, the other 
daughter, Unmarried, is a resident of Eng- 
land. As a citizen Mr. Fell has been popu- 
lar and useful, he was a man of original 
thought und decided views, and possessed 
withal of a kind and truly charitable heart, 
and many a one who has felt the hand of 
misfortune will remember him as a hearty 
and liberal benefactor. Opportunities tor 
doing good were constantly thrown in his 
way, and never neglected. Hiss loss will 
be keenly felt, and not for a day, a week, or 
n year only, by the citizens of Victoria. 
He was for years a director of the old Royal 
Hospital, and on Christmas day never for- 
got to remember the patients. When the 
new Hospital board was formed, Mr. Fell 
was appointed a director, and he always 
took the greatest, interest in the institution.

Wreck of a Lumber Steamer and a 
Scucqiicr Uurincr tlie Recent 
Gales on the Coast. 



A Steamer nu«l schooner Wrecked. 

San Francisco, Dec. 6.— The steamer 
Coos Buy arrived from Little River and 
way porta this morning. From Fort 15rugg 
slie brings the news of the loss of the 
steamer South Coust, and from Caspar news 
of the loss of tho schooner Abbie. The 
Coos Hay brought down ten of tho crew of 
tho South Coast and five of the crow of the 
Abbie. The captain, first mute and chief 
engineer of the steamer remained at Fort 
Bragg in hopes of saving something of the 
■wreck, but as she is on the rocks with a 
hole through her bottom and every wave 
breaking over her the chances of saving 
anything are small. The Abbie is bard and 
fust on Sandy Beach at Casper and while 
badly strained may get off. The South 
Coast went ashore last Thursday morning. 
She was moored to a wharf with 
40,000 feet of lumber in her 
hold. The mooring lines parted and 
before tho crew could* get out fresh ones she 
was on the rocks. Tho men had not time 
to get out their clothes before a hole was 
knocked through the bottom of the vessel 
and every part of her was flooded. Tho 
Abbie went adrift hist Wednesday night. 
When the captain found that the vessel 
had parted her mooring lines he attempted 
to get some sail on her and beat out to sea. 
The gale was to strong for him and the 
schooner went broadside on the beach. The 
next wave swept clean over her and nearly 
tore out the mast. The succeeding waves 
carried her up high and dry, and the crew 
stepped ashore. The captain and liiat 
mate have remained with the schooner. The 
South Coast is a new steamer, having been 
built in San Francisco in 1887. She wus l!80 
tons burden, 131 feet long, 32 feet broad 
and 10J feet deep. She was engaged in the 
lumber trade and had a carrying capacity of 
. r )00,()(K) feet. The Abbie was 14(i. 17 tons 
bin den, 98.5 feet long, 2!).."> feet broad and 
8.0 deep. She was built in Eureka in 1870, 
and has a lumber carrying capacity of 
about 250,000 feet. The South Coast is 
owned by Captain J. L. Higgins. It is not 
known whether she was insured or not. 
The Abbie was owned by the Caspar Lum- 
ber Co., and was fully insured. 

The Heady Revolver. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 0. — Cyrus Dona- 
to, aged 21, was fatally shot this morning 
by Louis Fulma, an Italian fruit dealer. 
Donato is employed in his father's grocery, 
and Palnia charged him with interfering 
with his business. A fight ensued and the 
shooting occurred. The bullet entered Do- 
nato's left side and lodged in the muscles 
in the opposite side. Donato is still living, 
hut with slight chance of recovery. Pulma 
lied down the street and is still at large, but 
a large force is hunting for him, and he will 
doubtless soon be caught. 

King Kulnkuiin'H Vl.tlt. 

San Francisco, Cal., 6. — Kalakuua has 
uestowed tho order of Kalakaua upon Ad- 
miral Brown, Captain Remy and Flag 
Lieut. Dyer of the cruiser Charleston. Ad 
iniral Brown was invested with the high 
grade of Knight Grand Oflicer, Capt. Remy 
received tho next grade with the title of 
Knight Commander. Flag-Lieut. Dyer was 
invested with the grade of Knight Com- 
panion. The ceremony was very simple. 
Last evening Governor Waterman and staff 
paid an official visit to the king. The king 
lias promised to attend a charity ball to be 
given in aid of the Women's Exchange. The 
date fixed for the banquet at the Pacific 
Union Club is Wednesday night. Many 
prominent citizens will be present on that 
occasion. It is expected the king will re- 
main in this city next week, and that he 
will then visit Monterey and other points 
en route for Southern California, but the 
date of his departure is not named yet. 

Dratli of a Pastor. 

New Brunswick, N. J., Dec. 8.— While 
preaching to a large congregation at the 
East Millstone Reformed Church, last night, 
Pastor Rev. Dr. J. P. Strong said ''A man 
might fall as lazy as a star from the hea- 
vens."

Then 
the cooler one's rushed to the prostrate 
pastor and raised him from the Moor. He 
"was taken home and died this morning. Ho 
was about sixty years of age and leaves a 
wife and four grown daughters.

CHICAGO, 111., Deo. 8.— A largely attended 
meeting of representatives of the barbed 
wire manufacturers of the United States is 
being held at tho Wellington hotel in this 
city. J. W. Gates, representing the St. 
Louis wire works, called the meeting in cir- 
cular letters about two weeks ago, 
requesting the attendance of barbed 
■wire manufacturers themselves or 
their representatives, as this would 
lie a most important meeting. When 
asked the object of the meeting to-day, 
Gates replied j " There ij no use lying t(i 
your reporters. It is our attention to put 
prices on barbed wire of one cent per pound 
and form a trust, and we are going right at 
it in a business like manner." The meeting 
is being hold behind closed doors, and its 
details cannot be ascertained at present.

captain reprimanded tho cook, u Lascur, for 
negligence. Later in tho day u storm arose, 
ana uio crew were sent aloft, when tho 
cook wont into the officers' cabin, where 
tho captain was alone, and stabbed him 
four times with a sheath knife. Tho mate, 
soon afterwards, went into tho cabin and 
found the cook standing over tho captain's 
dead body, with the knife still in his hand. 
J. he cook was put in irons, and to-day 
tamed over to the Brooklyn police. Tho 
Uritish consul was notified of tho murder. 

TRADE AND DARTER. 

To the Editor ;— In writing about the 
practice of grocers, pedlars, tallymen, 
&c, taking tho fnrniors' buttor and eggs, 
<»0., and giving only groceries and what 
not in return, I asked whether ( uny one 
could see any difference between 11 silver 
dollar and a bottle of whisky received in 
exchange for it, or between a couple of 
pounds of butter exchanged for it pound 
of ten. Grocers and others, as a rule 
do noi give money in exchange for dairy 
products. Tlwy exchange a perishable 
article for one of similar charactor.where- 
as if they gave silver they would bo giv- 
ing an imperishable one — ono thut had 
done its duty and ready to do it again. 
Does the silver dollar increase in. value to 
tho extont of what it is each time ex- 
changed for ? No ; a dollar is a dollar 
curroncy, but it can be exchanged over 
and over again for over, whereas the 
couple of pounds of butter or two dozen 
of eggs cannot. The dollar can be hoard- 
ed, the perishable articles cannot. There 
are at least three million dollars' worth of 
ordinary, nay necessary, articles of food 
consumed annually by the citizens of Vic- 
toria alone, but no one will pretend to 
say that there are three millions of dol- 
lars in circulation at one time for thia 
purpose. 

A few years ago all the coast trade of 
this country was carried on by means of 
barter, "pro polle cutem." The sellers of 
perishable articles received in exchange 
others uf the same character, but those 
who had too many of tlieso exchanged 
for less decaying things, such as pearl 
buttons, " coppers," ornaments and in 
tho interior " Hiquiis." These wore 
tokens of riches — ''capital.' in course 
of time some t'aders thought they could 
do better by paying money to tho Indians 
for their perishable articles, and so, in 
due course, everyone bad to follow suit, 
and the supplies of Indian industry be- 
came greater. Now, the Indians are paid 
in gold for their salmon, peltries, labor 
and what not. Tho gold and silvor cre- 
ated new wants and desires, and these 
have caused the Indians to become a 
much mora industrious, productive and 
profitable people. They can sell all they 
want to produce, and hoard the money, 
which they coula not have done had they 
still been paid in blankets, paint, looking- 
glasses, and so forth, not exchangeable 
excepting aiming themselves. Tho re- 
sult is, tho Indians now aro woll off', use 
clothing, have better houses, good 
manufactured furniture, and other useful 
articles, and not (infrequently buy, whilst 
still living, carved heraldic tombstones, 
costing two or three hundred dollars 
apiece ! Money has made them indus- 
trious, because with this money they can 
buy whatever suits their fancy — they 
have an inducement for exertion. White 
men and Indians bear a very L'roat resem- 
blance to each other, and are very much 
governed by the same motive power. 

Can any one even suppose that the 
Indians would catch the same amount of 
salmon, etc., if they had still to be paid 
fi r them in blankets, shirts, and pearl 
buttons ? Darter may be very profitable 
to the trader, but it is very demoralizing 
in every way, to I lie producer. 

Pay them, tho dairyman, in money in- 
stead of goods, and the stimulus will soon 
be seen in an increased supply, and others 
seeing the prosperity of well doing will 
be induced to enter into similar pursuits, 
and thus increase tho number of productive 
agriculturists. The dairymen and tillers 
of the soil, "like indians and others, want 
other articles beside mere groceries, 
doubtless desire well furnished houses ; 
clo'bing for themselves and families, nnd 
a hundred other comforts, great and 
small, and the produce of their labor to 
be paid in cash : with barter and cross 
accounts no one knows how he stands. 

Let it be here distinctly understood, 
that I do not refor to Victoria grocers in 
particular, because the barter system 
maintains, wherever agriculturists, but 
particularly dairymen, exist. 

Does tho dollar lying before me repre- 
sent the butter or labor of one cow or one 
man ? No it may represent tho labor of 
a thousand men or a thousand pounds of 
butter, depending altogether upon the 
number of timoR it has been exchanged. 
Till-: MOKE OFTEN IT HAS BEEN EXCHANGED 
IN THE COUNTRY THE BETTER FOR THE 
COUNTRY. 

Imagine even fifty thousand dollars, 
tho proceeds uf dairy produce only, 
bought by Victorians from neighbouring 
settlers, circulating in tho districts ad- 
joining, what a rousing effect it would 
have, Then Victorians generally would 
feel the benefit. Depend upon it, the 
way to get settlers is to encourage .those 
who have settled. It is tho duty, as it is 
to tho interest, of tho citizens to do so, 
and it is high time there was a much 
more intimate and mutually profitable 
connection between them and the country 
people than heretofore. It would appear 
to be beneficial to l he citizens and dairy- 
men alike, wero the corporation to sup- 
ply a comfortable building for the use of 
the dairymen to sell exclusively the pro- 
ducts of resident dairymen, fruiterers, 
etc., not, charging lliein any rent 
whatever for the use of the building. . To 
charge rent would bo equal to tho evil of 
middlemen, whether they bo pedlars, 
tally-men, commission agents or < theis. 
Such a free building would not do any 
harm to the general trader, seeing that 
many fanners, even now, have regular 
customers, Buch as hotels and private in- 
dividual. Please remember every dol- 
lar's worth raised in the country is so 
much created gold gold that can be cre- 
ated yearly by husbandry. Remember 
the millions sent out of the country for 
articles we can and ought to raise our- 
selves. Set lo work and BOe whether it 
can bo preserved to the country. Let 
there be life. Tho settlement of ihe 
country depends upon our own exertions 
and our encouragement of the settlers 
now present. There has been too much 
calling upoll the Government —too much 
Government ; it has dystrojuJ wif— :;fr- 
iiuii ! Jovo helps ti)ini«i v im, at least, 
cry to help theui&eh'oa.
